The  estimated  population  of  the  district  for  1915  is  20,083.  This  figure 
has  been  prepared  by  the  Registrar  General  and  refers  to  the  civil  popula- 
tion only. 

Births. 


Ihe  net  number  of  births  assignable  to  the  district  during  the  nast 
year  was ; 401,  being  203  males  and  198  females.  This  is  equal  to  a Birth-

rate  of  19.9  per  1,000  of  the  population  as  compared  with  20.1 
previous  year.  This  is  the  lowest  birth-rate  on  record.

35  deaths  occurred  among  children  under  1 year  of  age,  this  is  equal 
to  a death-rate  of  87.2  per  1000  births  as  compared  with.  76.5  for  1914  and 
106.5  for  1913.

Zymotic  Death-rate. 

There  were  15  deaths  from  Zymotic  Disease,  viz. : Measles  5, 
Diarrhoea  4,  Whooping  Cough  3,  Enteric  Fever  1.  Scarlet  Fever  1,  Diph- 
theria 1;  this  is  equal  to  a death-rate  of  .74  per  1000  of  the  population  as 
compared  with  a total  of  7 deaths  and  a rate  of  .31  per  1000  for  1914. 


SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF 
THE  DISTRICT. 


Water  Supply. 

Of  the  5,336  houses  in  the  district  (Census  1911)  4,084  are  supplied 
with  water  through  1,776  services  of  the  Biggleswade  Rural  District  Council. 
The  Table  on  page  6 sets  out  the  details  relating  to  each  Parish.  For 
this,  and  other  information,  I am  indebted  to  Mr.  Game,  A.M.I.M.E.,  the 
Water  Board’s  Engineer.  The  majority  of  the  other  houses  depend  for 
their  supply  upon  "shallow”  wells. 

During  the  year  16  samples  of  water  from  wells  in  various  parts  of 
the  district  have  been  analysed,  and  8 were  found  to  be  polluted  and  unfit 
for  drinking  purposes. 

Attention  was  drawn  by  Dr.  Wood  in  his  last  Annual  Report  to  the 
need  of  a satisfactory  supply  of  water  being  provided  for  the  parishes  of 
Wrestlingworth,  Eyeworth,  and  Dunton. 

This  matter  was  considered  by  the  Water  Supply  Committee,  but  the 
scheme  proposed,  to  carry  the  mains  of  the  Biggleswade  Water  Board  to 
these  parishes,  has  been  held  over  until  after  the  termination  of  the  war. 

Scavenging. 

The  emptying  of  privies,  earth  closets,  cesspools,  and  the  removal  of 
household  ashes  and  refuse,  is  carried  out  "bjy  contract,  under  the  super- 
vision of  the  Sanitary  Inspectors  in  six  parishes,  viz. : — Arlesey,  Henlow, 
Langford,  Potton,  Sandy  and  Shefford.  A summary  of  the  work  done  is 
set  out  on  page  16  of  this  report.

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HOUSING. 

During  the  early  part  of  the  year  27  cottages  at  Sandy,  commenced  by 
your  Council  at  the  close  of  1914,  were  completed. 

These  cottages  comprise  parlour,  living-room,  scullery  and  three 
bedrooms,  and  are  let  at  a rental  of  5/-  weekly. 

All  the  cottages  were  occupied  at  the  close  of  the  year.

FOOD  AND  MILK  SUPPLY. 

Milk  Supply,  Cowsheds,  and  Dairies. 

There  are  92  persons  registered  in  the  district  as  Cowkeepers,  Dairy- 
men or  Purveyors  of  milk. 

Ten  persons  were  registered  during  the  year. 

Slaughter  Houses. 

There  are  26  on  the  Register,  of  which  10  are  licensed  annually. 
Generally  speaking,  they  are  kept  in  a satisfactory  condition. 

Food  and  Meat  Inspection. 

This  is  carried  out  for  the  whole  Rural  District  by  Mr.  Robinson,  the 
Inspector  for  the  Southern  Division,  who  holds  the  certificate  of  the  Royal 
Sanitary  Institute,  for  Meat  and  Food  Inspection.  Details  of  the  unsound 
food  destroyed  during  the  year  will  be  found  on  page  15  of  this  report. 


HOSPITAL  ACCOMMODATION. 

Small  Pox  Hospital. 

This  is  situated  in  the  Urban.  District.  It  is  a corrugated  iron 
building  lined  with  match-board.  It  consists  of  2 wards,  each  containing 
6 beds.  There  is  an  administrative  block  and  a small  mortuary.  A care- 
taker resides  on  the  premises. 
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General  Isolation  Hospital. 

This  is  a permanent  building  situated  about  one  mile  from  Biggies- 
wade.  It  consists  of  an  Administrative  Block,  Scarlet  Fever  Block,  Diph- 
theria Block,  Typhoid  Block,  Laundry,  Disinfection  Block  and  a Mortuar  y. 
A modern  YVashington-Lyon  Steam  Disinfector  is  installed. 

Accommodation,  according  to  Local  Government  Board  Regulations,

Scarlet  Fever. 

The  epidemic  of  Scarlet  Fever  which  occurred  at  Potton  during  last 
year  continued  until  May  this  year,  after  which  only  two  further  cases 
were  notified. 

An  outbreak  of  Scarlet  Fever  occurred  at  Meppershall  at  the  end  of 
August  and  beginning  of  September,  when  10  cases  in  aU  were  notified. 
Several  of  the  patients  were  desquamating  at  the  time  the  outbreak  was 
discovered,  and  it  appeared  evident  that  the  disease  had  been  spread  owing 
to  its  mild  character,  the  parents  not  having  realised  that  the  children  were 
suffering  from  scarlet  fever. 

All  precautions  were  immediately  taken,  and  the  outbreak  terminated 
after  the  notification  of  10  cases. 


Diphtheria. 

In  tho  early  part  of  the  year  an  outbreak  of  diphtheria  occurred  in 
the  neighbourhood  of  Shefford. 

U cases  were  notified,  8 of  which  resided  in  the  parish  of  Shefford  and 
6 just  outside  tho  parish  boundary,  and  in  the  parishes  of  Clifton’  and 
Meppershall  1 


Tho  disease  was  probably  spread  by  a carrier  case  at  the  school

The  school  was  closed  for  a fortnight,  during  which  time  disinfection 
was  carried  out. 


All  the  cases  were  of  a mild  character.
